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ANDY-Our U.3. tour got cancelled virtually at the last minute 
which caused immense frustration and anger all round,as 
you can imagine.we were approached ages ago by a guy 
called Doug Caron who said he worked for Triple-X recor¬ 
ds in L.A. and could sort us out a full U.S. tour.This 
was good news as our original plan had been to concentrate 
on a two or tnree week jaunt to the west coast.Things 
seemed to be going fine,Doug contacted A1 from Flipside 
(who released '3H0CKGUH' in the U.S.A.)ana gave him a list 
of dates which he included on the promo sheet with the 
mail-out for tne album. 

at the last minute the tour was cancelled witnout reason 
which sucks badly.The people at Positive records are at 
tne moment taking legal action so 1 can‘t really say much 
more except we hope our action will stop him fucking over 
other bands.We’re trying to get a tour sorted out for late 
Spring now. 

Tnis makes all the other questions obselete,we went to the 
Shetland Islands instead which was rjally good fun....,,... 
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CHRIS-How has the new album been selling?Do your.thinkit's a 
lot better than the older stuff? 

ANDY-The album has sold out of it's original pressing in 

Europe which is good news,We're still waiting to hear 
from america to see how it's doing over there but we've 
been getting some good feedback already.Vie're about two 
months behind here,maybe longer due to the problems Red 
hhino(who are distributing it over here.)Are/Have been 
having but it's now in the shoos so we're pleased about 
that 'cos a lot of other bands are suffering because 
of it. 



We're well pleased with how the album turned out,the production 
on there is really good,so are the songs.3ince then though we've 
demoed sir new songs which are better than the stuff on the 
album and we're waiting to record them,so we have'nt been lazy. 


CHRIS-Did you see Fugazi when they were over?If so what do 
you think of them?If lan McKaye was'nt in the band do 
you think everyone would take so much notice of them? 

AKJY-I saw Fugazi in heeds,they were awesome to say the 
least.The album is really good and unlike mostbands 
iv'e seen they were as good live too.Leeds was packed 
for Fugazi but 1 don't know whether that was because 
Ian mackave was with them or .'cos they got the cover 
of Sounds that week.There were certainly a lot of 
people there expecting minor threatisms but they but 
they were'nt walking out when they didn't get it. 
Having been in bands before I suppose you have to 
live with all that shit.People are always about Bix 
months behind what an actual band is doing so I'd 
always expect them to look slightly backwards.

ANDY-I think what you've got is a lot of bands learning how to 
play which is coming across on what they're doing.This is 
indeed good for everyone concerned.Bone are the days when 
bands could get away with playing third rate stuff,What 
you've got now are quality bands capable of holding their 
own against any bands in the scene anywhere which means 
kids who come to shows are no longer being ripped off, 
what they are getting is a bill of good bands all playigg 
good songs.There's no place for copy bands,Napalm Death 
are napalm death,anyone trying to copy them.

ANDT-Where were the 'When did you lorra questions*??-Tnanks for 

this and remember the ABS are Oods in WaleB.... 
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By now you will probably be aware that the government is implementing changes 
in the welfare state that are bringing storms of protests from large factions 
of society- some of whom, e.g. doctors, University lecturers, have a reputati 
on of keeping quiet. Now that things axe affecting them they are becoming ou 
tspoken and actively opposing the government. The reason why they and so man 
y.other ordinary citizens are becoming so animated lies in the fact that the 
government is seen as "going too far”, and is tampering with things that the 
largest percentage of the British public has grown up with and accepted as 
part of life and part of the society in which it exists. Remember they have 
tampered before with those things once taken for granted- to some full emp¬ 
loyment and a glorious commradeship of the great British Trade Union existed 
only in history books ('pre 1979). They have fundamentally changed the British 
way of life and the attitudes of British people-or so it seemed, until they 
began to meddle , and meddle, and meddle too much with our right to free health 
care and free education-for all. The NHS reforms and disputes are there for 
all eyes and ears, because its full of life or death stories and the fact that 
such a well respected group of people such as doctors and nurses complain, 
strike and protest. 

But what of education? Stories of shared books and large classes and a 
shortage of physics teachers hardly have the same emotional value as a child 
going without his heart operation- and rightly so. The erosion has been slower 
and less easy to see and blame frequently shifted. Teachers of course have 
become a bunch of moaning militants, "and with all those holidays as well". 

If teachers come low down on the public compassion scale, what then of the 
students, lazy, troublemakers, dropouts, parasites living of the back of the 
workig man - just a few 'constructive' descriptions of this lower form of life. 
Students undoubtedly are one of the least respected parts of society- even th¬ 
ough they are likely to run it in the future. They are too often seen as ready 
to jump on any left wing band wagon or middle class rich kids having jolly good 
fun away froiji mummy and daddy,and they very often are. But then most students 
are neither rich layabouts nor big mouth Marxists, many come from humble back¬ 
grounds from which education is the only way out. These people , and many in 
the future are faced with an attack on their rights to enjoy futher and higher 
education for free. 

The government has submitted a White Paper outlining plans to replace the 
present system of grants with top up loans. This system will be introduced in 
X 99 O- 91 , so it affects those presently coming to the end of their first year, 
and those hoping to pursue the option of futher or higher education in the near 
and distant future. If you are considering this option yourself, or your child¬ 
ren are, or even if you see students in terms mentioned before (remember your 
children might be students in the future) then read on, be aware of the facts and 
support that which you believe in- please dont accept the situation, or worse 
still be deterred by it. 

Since the government took control in 1979 the vaLue of the student grant 
has fallen in real terms by about 29%-bad enough in itself. For years theNatio- 
nal Union of Students has fought to improve the situation- but to often camp¬ 
aigners have been seen as a series of selfish demands for more money, and have 
failed to shew that a low grant meant that thousands being effectively locked ou 
of our colleges and universities. It is this question of access to education 
which is at the forefront of present campaigners. If acknowledged as such it 
would hopefully overcome public apathy over students awards, and demonstrate 
that the issue of grants and loans is relevant to them. 



The intention of the government is to freeze the grant at its present level,even 
though the system rill be introduced in two years time when it will be worth even 
less,particularly considering the level of inflation at present and it's 
continuing rise.To supplement their grant students will be offerde a loan from the 
bank.It will be up to the banks to administer the loans and to judge who will be a 
'low risk' for repayment.If you are a woman planning to have a family.or indeed 
already have a family will you find ot easy to get a loan?If you take an arts sub¬ 
ject you are less likely to get a well paid job than an Accountancy student.Who 
then will the bank prefer? 

The White Paper states also that students should be removed from the Social 
Security system,and as such will not be able to claim Unemployment benefit,Housing 
benefit or Income support - 77 % of all students claim at least one of these particularly 
during the Summer vacation,A period which the grant does not cover.The government's 
o"n survry of- student income and expenditure shows that 58% of students claimed welfare 
be nefits during the Summer months for an average of 8 months.59* of the students, 
manage to find vacation jobs,onLy for an average of 6.7 weeks.These jobs are as much 
to pay off overdraught's as to earn a living.Summer will now be a time of further 
pressure for parents already asked to contribute greatly to their child's financial 
situation.Throughout the White paper there is an underlying assumption that parents 
can and will pick up the bill's for their child's education.Spare a thought for those 
who have no family support for the Summer. 

A student on a full 1988-89 grant(about £2492 outside London)with a maximum loan 
of £420 rather than housing benefit,paying £25 per week for 52 weeks will be £605.5° 
worse off a year-again there will be an overdraft in top of the Loan to pay back.On 
average students have outstanding debts of £341 at the end of each academic year .The 
new schemp would allow students to borrow £310 for the academic year(because £110 
must be assumed for the Summer vacation)The new loans package is far Less than the 
average student overdraft. 

The proposed scheme will not even save the government money,let alone students. 
Their figures assume a steady 3 % inflation rate fot the next ten years,and even then 
the scheme will Initially cost £103 million and continue to cost money until the end 
of the century.Td restore the grant to it's 1979 level,as the government has promised 
will cost £100 million. 

These facts apart,the most contentiousissue is that of 'access' to higher and 
further education.The government blames the system of student grants for not widening 
access.They claim that the grants system rations the number__of places available because 
of the cost of offering them.The White Riper also maintains that thereis no evidence 
from abroad that the loanri reduce access among women and those from non-traditional 
backgrounds.These claims do not stand up to rigorous examinations.Between 1983/84 and 
1985/86 the mandatory awards budget was cut by £44 million.Despite this there are 2oo, 
000 more students receiving higher education(clearly the only ration of places in high 
er education).Is that imposed by government expenditure restrictions on Universities 
and Polytechnics. 

There is ample evidence that loans systens can and do deter those from non tradi¬ 
tional backgrounds entering the higher education system.In Oweden where a loans/grant 
system already exists there has been a marked decline in the participation rate of the 
lowest two socio-economic groups of 11 % of young people questioned on their reasons 
for not going to University-62% said that it was because they did not want to inair 
the debts involved. A similisr study in Soot land showed that 48% of men and 74% of 
women school leavers from manual backgrounds would be detered from higher education by 
loansThe respective figures for those from professional backgrounds were 9% for men 
and 34% for women .This deterent is worse for th&se on larger courses-because higher 
debts will be incured due to higher loans.The British Medical Associations boely have 
nointed out that the lenghth of medical courses(6 years) will act as a deterent to 
seeking a doctors training,and the country will lose out on many able would be doctors. 

The government argues that students should contribute to the cost of their own 
education because they are the ones who benefit from it.Surely society as a whole 
benefits from thp education system.lt provides training and education which is not just 
desirable,but neccenary for the efficient function of the economy.Undoubtedly many 
students do benefit directly from higher education through higher earnings.A progressive 



system of income tax would ensure that their contribution to hhe public purse proprelj) 
reflecred this.In this way all people vho earn more pay more tax-not just students- 
some of whom will be in Ion paid jobs,eg teaching. 

A properly funded sytem of further or higher education is not a luxury.but a 
national neccesity.and the level of funding should properly reflect this.The White 
Paper does not adress this central issue.it will not increase access.it vill not 
aileiviate the financial problems students face.it will not increase the independence 
of students.lt will leav.e the worst features of th° present system in place,and if 
implemented will prove an expensive mistake.. 

education as a right,will be replaced with education for those who can afford to 
pay. 

Loans will be chaotic and expensive to administer. 

Loans will further reinforce the elitism in higher education,and discriminate 
against women, black people.disabled.working class or mature students.

It all started with Andy hobbling around In a full leg plaster cast after taking a 
tumble from the Clarendon stage in London a month before Ills unexpected Christmas 
present of twisted tendons didn’t go down too well at IK) over the festive period. 

Hobbling turned to hopping and back to skipping again in time for successful tours of 
Holland and Finland in Spring and Summer with a not-so-hot one In Spain too which 14 
probably better left alone This was followed by some great UK shows and a killer summer 
which Instigators saw little of as they were locked away in Beaumont Street Studios here 
in Huddersfield writing and recording the SHOCKGUN album for Positive Records who they*.I 
sorted out what some older members of our readership would call a recording deal,we'd 
just call it an understanding.While everyone made the most of the good weather tensior. 
mounted and tempers frayed inside SHOCKGUN got finished and so did three quaters of the 
band that recorded it. 


This might have caused problems to anyone else but it didn't fare 1 nstigators>W1thin twc 
months of this slight mishap a new line-up was not only together learning all the songs 
those other guys had never any intention of playing live but also writing and demoing.,

Berlin in front of £00° people- these guys don't seem to know the meaning of the word 
pressure.A week later they completed a successful UK tour with Sink,

They got an unexpected relaxation period when a two month US tour was cancelled almost 
at the last minute which caused much irritation and frustration.So far thero's Men no 
actual reason given but both Positive Records here and Flipside in the USA are irate. 
Flipside wore given the datos by the promoter and these were included with the promo 
mailout of SHOCKGUN (released in the USA by File Ido) .Luckily A1 caught the back page 
advert fen time to wipe them off.Legal action is being taken by Positive at the moment 
so we'll leave it until that gets decided 


SHOCKGUN was released too in Europe on Wierd System in Germany and has since sold out 
of it's original pressing over there. 


With time on their hands DNSTIGATORS recorded another three new sortgs plus a cover of 
Agent Orange's*Everything Turns Grey P along with a song from their previous session which 
was to become a 12 inch EP but this last month the band pulled the plug on the whole 
tiling when they realised Phil Nightingale wasn't cutting it on drums and he left* after 
the December tour of the UK which took in two shows in the Shetland Islands and a great 
weekend in Ireland. 


With a much deserved stroke of luck Phils last gig was Instigators Introduction to his 
replacement Colin Soloway who was in the UK staying with his friend from back home in 
Raleigh NC who drums for Sink. It needed only a weekend of auditions to convince everyor 
he was the man for the job.Killer hitter of drums this guy can actually spell 
psyncopation as well as d($ it with ease. 

Ills first shows will be a short UK tour to warm up anil a full European tour starting Ln 
February and ending in April and then hopefully a rescheduled America and then recordin 
I lor another album They'll also be recording a Kiss cover lor Waterfront Records album 
of Kiss tracks put together by Ray of the Hard Oris. Catch them this year. 
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Herd's an interview Mick Hada sent me because he has'nt enough room £o print it in 
his zine so I gladfulLy took it off his hands as well as the Fixtures interview, 

The interview is with George who used to play with Yugoslavian band Crist and does

IsCan you describe what is happening in the differentn parts of the country,both in 
politics and in the H/C scene?? 

I'm afraid it could'nt be described in a few words as it seems more complex p-'i i- 
ticaly than it has ever been.Yugos divided in 6 republics and two parts of repub¬ 
lic of Serbia.We've got many different used languages and Church bdiaefs.Hhi'' 
Protestants and catholics are in the v PS s ortodox are in the east.Several languages 
are spoken!Slovenian,Serbocration/Croatianserbo(the two most spoken languages in th‘ 
countryMacedonian,Albanian,Hungarian,Italian.Generally ther's a 210 percent inflat¬ 
ion as far the Latest ne-'s concern and there’s the obligation in doing the army 
service-no civil service instead lots of strikes and ralnly the most happening things 
that knocked several times on the governments door were the demonstrations organised 
by the workers asking for the politicians resignations.Talking on the BB mne subject 
the national confrontation in th» south(a part _f serbia-in kosovojare still growing 
mainly with the reason being that terrorists are moving away Serbian,montergian,mu: 
limanian people from their Land by using strong violence.burning their houses/church 
/raping etc.The terrorists are pro albanian/stalinist/influenced but It's, not until 
now that they've been causing trouble not just to the citizens but also the politic- 
iansthis is for short,H/C scene used to b° good but nowadays not that much but still 
O.K. 


2:How do you feel as a punk living in a communist society,you've visited the vest 
can you compare the 2.1s there any movement of i-erestroika in Yugoslavia? 



I don't think there's any movement you mentioned in 'ere.As far as I'm inform“d{l'm 
not that much sinc° I'mnot interested really in what's going on in 'ereJYugo foll¬ 
ows the va£ it was started by its ex president/died in 8l/and so does mean a kind 
of independent communist/socialist/system which is different than the system used 
in the Eastern Bloc countries.Yes,I think there could be some comparation in the 
lines between Yugo/OK as far as it goes for republics/parts of each country.Both 
countries are divided in th° parts- but the differences are many.Matbe the Irish/ 
English problem could be compared to the Serbian/Kosov but even in the case there 
are differences,Kosov is full with Serbian solders controlling the masses while 
the Irish are motivated by the catholic belief and the pro albanian groups are 
influenced politically.As a punk living in an Independent communist system I'd say 
It musn't be as bad as somo people think.I've been sttuggling for 10 stupid yeard, 
and I think it is possible to live of punk/hardcore call it whatever you want.I 
think yes.l could'nt describe what sort of life that might be.what conditions etc. 
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3 .XJ0 you trust Gorbachov and his talk od Glasnost over in the U.3.S.R. We here in the 
UK are little more than a satalite of theUSA Hon much control does U+S.S.ii.have 
over Yugoslavia? 

Hmmm.Hard to say.I don't think the U.S.3.R. have much control in here,no,not really

means they don't give away tapes,records of touring bands they expect the bands to 
do it for them!And all they offer:The morp people that come the more money will be 
made and on the contrary some do not arrange a place to sleep,some just don't care, 
there's lots more I can speak of.
